three Port Alberni B.C. woods. The official numbered listings for these three woods, in 

BD chronological order, as talked about in the following article, are 9650-05 (round), 9650-09 
(flat), and 9650-15 (flat). 


KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS - COUNCIL 3435 — PORT ALBERNI, B.C. 
The Port Alberni Council (#3435) of the Knights of Columbus, in 1992, to commemorate the 
500" Anniversary of the “finding of America in 1492”, had made 300 round woods produced 


for general distribution to those interested. 


These were standard 38mm. in size and were made by Universal Signs of Fredericton N.B.. 
The obverse design and the reverse side lettering were dark blue in colour. 


The Council, in 1994, to celebrate the Christmas season and, specifically, to distribute to 
attendees at it’s New Years Eve Ball, had 150 flat woods produced. 


These were 62mm. wide and 88mm. long in size and were made by Norm Belsten of Ontario. 


The obverse design (Mary, Jesus and the lettering) were in metallic blue, and the candles at the 
edges, in metallic green. The reverse (lettering) was in gold, and the candles in metallic green.

The P.A. Council, in 1997, to commemorate the 100" Anniversary of the Knights of 
Columbus organization in Canada (eg. Nov. 25", 1897 — 1997) had 100 flat wooden “dollars” 
produced. 


The 100" Anniversary of the Knights of Columbus in Canada was in fact the formation of the 
first Council in Canada, the Montreal Council (#284) on November 25", 1897. 


The Port Alberni Council (#3435) celebrated it’s 40" Anniversary within a few days (eg. 
December 6") of Montreal’s Council’s 100" , SO this is noted on the reverse side as well. 


The distribution of the 100 woods was general, eg. to Council members and others interested. 
The woods were 62mm. wide and 88mm. long, and were made by Norm Belsten of Ontario. 


On the obverse side, the four corner words were in a dark blue metallic colour and the center 
lettering was a red metallic colour. . 


On the reverse side, all the lettering and the flag are a red metallic colour. The logo, the flag 
pole and halyard and the two lines above and below the words “One Dollar” are metallic blue in 
colour.
